LITTLE ROCK, Oct: 14.—(&)—Pro- 


posed amendment No. 25, if adopted 
by the people at the general election 
November 4, would prohibit the legis- 
lature from reducing the salaries of 
justices of the supreme court. 


The Arkansas Taxpayers' Protectico 


Association, which _is spohsoring this 
amendment alone with six other pro- 
posed amendments to be voted upon 
November 4, in its published argu- 
ments has contended that 
supremo 


court justices should be removed from 
any position in which they might be 
"intimidated." At present, the legis- 
lature had npwer to fix salaries of 
supreme court judges, except that it 
may not reduce the salary of justice 
during his term of office. 


The present salary of judges is ?7,- 


500 a year each, fixed by Amendment 
No. 1 to the constitution, adopted in 
1924. 


This amendment gave the legisla- 


ture power to increase 
the number 


from five to seven judges, which has 
been done, and lo fix compensation 
except not to reduce salaries during 
the terms to which judges are elected. 


Amendment No. 7 provides 
that 


"when the salary of the judges under 
this amendment ($7,500) shall 
have 


been established (which was done, by 
enabling act No. 205 of 1925) such 
salary shall not thereafter be in- 
creased or diminished during their 
respective terms." 


The proposed 
amendment 
simply 


would prohibit at any time reduction 
in the salaries of the judges, except by 
further amendment to the constitu- 
tion. 


The proposed amendment read as 


follows: 


"The compensation of, judges of the 


supreme court shall be as now provid- 
ed by law, and slwll not be diminish- 
ed except, by amendment to the con- 
stitutjon."

! purple top globe turnips, to gather 
the seed; two and one-half acres of 
velvet beans, planted in corn for live- 
stock; one-half acre of butterbeans, 
to gather;* five acres of corn and five 
acres of cotton. He gives as his rea- 


j son for specifying a certain kind of 
seed that if a surplus is raised the 
farmers will find a more ready mar- 


ket as all the surplus will be of the 
same value. He says perhaps a mo- 
lasses mill or a peanut thresher would 
be -justified. 


If the farmer should find it impos- 


sible to market any of his food or feed 
surplus, it is quite possible for him 
to preserve it at home. Wilson did 
not mention either Irish or sweet po- 
tatoes in his plan for the crop because 
farmers of this section usually plant 
enough for themselves and to spare.

WASHINGTON. Oct. K-<UP)-The 


Army's war-birds will swoop down 
on Camp Stanley near San Antonio, 
Texas, on November 1 and let loose 
powerful bombs in an attempt to de- 
stroy a fleet of grounded airplanes. 


This program of destruction, out- 


lined by the War Department today, 
is designed to show whether fragmen- 
tation, or demolition bombs would be 
more effective in a war-time raid 
against any enemy airdrome.
